Defamation of the United States of dme- 
i rice. 

The defamation of the United States 
is a business, Which has fteadily been pur- 
fued for moré than feven years by wri- 
ters.in various news-papers. Their great 
examplar and leaderis the Englifh lord, 
Sheffield; who'defamed America in fix 
editions, of a work, which firit appear- 
ed as a pamphlet 2nd was afterwards ex- 
tended to a very large oftavo. That 
writer completely,’ duped the. foreign 
world on the fubject of America. He 
predicted that England would fupply us 
with India goods: -yer it has come to 
pafs, that we have not imported from G. 
Britain or Ireland a cheft of tea, a cafe 
of china, a bale of piece goodsfor years 
together.—He foretold that our popula- 

tion would not encvesafe from about two 
millions, yet we have now almoft fix 
millions. He had ftated that we fhovld 
not build or keep ‘many fhips, yet our 
merchant fhipping exceeds that of any 
ether country.on the four continents of 
Europe, Afia, Africaand America. He 
endeavoured to deceive the frifh into a 
belief that they would be mal-treated and 
not fucceed here, yet there are more 
Freeholders in the United States, who are 
Trifhmen or defcéendantsof Irifhmen, than 
there are in Ireland itfelf. He pretend- 
ed that we thould nòt manufacture, yet 
eur manufactured goods exceed ur ež- 
ports -in value. He afferted that we 
fhould not increafe in produce, and yet 
we have fhipt in various fingle years 
twenty, thirty, forty, fifty, fixty, feven- 
ty and even ninety millions of dollars. 
He pretended that we fhould have nei- 
ther money nor ¢redit, yet our three per 
cent. ftocks or public funds are worth 
more than thole of any flation in Eu- 
rope. He allsdgéd that our government 
would be unftable and feeble, yet“ it has 
continued and been regularly, fteadily 
and indifputably improved from the year 
1775 to the prefent time, without the 
drawing of afword, or the firing of'a 
gun. Heafferted that we could not car- 
ry on trade with the French colonies, 
This foreign lord hazarded many other 
defamations :—T he writers who clofely 
foliow lord Sheffield, in our own newf- 
. papers, muft be deemed far more culpa- 
Ele than he was. Lord Sheffield may 
have been mifled) and it 1s generally un- 
derftood that he was miffed by a great 
body of mifinformation from Mr. Silas 
Dean, of Conne@icut. But perfons, 
now here, who con{tantly and grofsly 
efame this country againft their own 
perfect knowledge ; have no fuch apolo- 
gy- Itis the deepeft ftain upon fede- 
ralifm, that thefe perfons are federalifts; 
fupported by federalifts ; countenanced 
~ by federalifts ; and aflifted by federalifts. 
H they were. to be credited, this happy 
and well ordered country (compared with 
any of the principal countries of Europe) 
would be deemed a fcene'of folly, crime, 
diftraGiion and mifery. There is nota 
holder-of any defcription of perfonal or 
teal eftate, in America, who does not 
iof foreign applications from purchafers, 
on account of the criminal. and frantic 
reprefentations, agsinft every thing in 
this country, with which thofe papers 
inceflantly teem. Itis pretended, that 
our country and government do not me- 
rit the confidence of the fober part of 
Europe ? yet an Englith and Dutch afio- 
ciation have’ bought from. France the 
whole eleven millions of dollars payable 
in fifteen years, of certificates, which we 
ifue for Louifiana. It is pretended that 
we have no religion, yet we are the moft 
diitingvifhed example, of an carly and 
unvaried maintenance of the rights of 
_confcience, upon earth. It is pretended, 
that we are convulfed by elections yet 
there. are more real breaches of order in 
a fingle county or city eleCtion in Eu- 
rope, than we experience ir a whole 
ftate.

of the commonwealths,xhan in all the pre- 
eeding years back to 1606. Female edu- 
cation is advanced beyond its degree in 
1775 twenty fold; The German lan- 
guage which before our revolution, was 


} little ufed but in religious books for chil- 


dren, and the French language, which 
was ftiil lefs ufed at the period referred 
to, are the channels through which we 
are introducing into. the cities dnd towns 
and feminaries that immenfe body of va- 
riegated knowledge which the French 
tongue contains, and that great mafs. of 
found and: elegant knowledge which is: 
found in the innumerable publications of 
the German empire. Some of the fede- 
ral prefles eagerly embrace the contemp- 
üble error of the count de Bujffon—be- 
lieving, or rather afferting, that all that 
is:Eurepean degenerates in America. 
Hating as they do all that partakes of 
Rrance, they will however embrace the 
opinions of a Frenchman, ¿f he defames 
America. They affect to defpife the ve- 
nerable names of Franklin and Ritten 
douse, and fhew their devotion to each of 
a lift of three {core and ten foreign per- 
fons, whole united talents are inferior to 
the mental endowments of thofe illuftri- 
ous Americans, 

Men of property and public fpirit, of 
every degree and defcription in this coun- 
try, are deeply interefted in checking 
this criminal and‘pernicious defamation 
of its character and qualities. We fuf- 
fer from it in our mercantile and public 
credit, in the.eftimation of our climate, 
in the valuation of our houfes, and in the 
reputation of our manufactures and pro- 
duce. The obje&t of thefe remarks is 
the addrefs of an evil, which falls both 
upon the republicans and the federalifts 
in proportion to their property. I+ is not 
meant as an attack upon the federalifts 
nor ts it wifhed to be uied asa mean of 
under-rating them for want of patriot- 
ifm. tis believed that they are not 
aware of the vaft deduétions from its 
profperity, which America fuftains by 
thele licenvious and inceffant defama- 
tions of all that it contains. The fub- 
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Should not ‘they rejoice ; fhould not they 
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wife, like good chriftians, as he and they 
are ; and if they fhould refufe to do fo, 
to tell them that ‘* they are not the per- 
fons he took them for.” 

In one tefpect the thing miay be 
confidered by our cabinet as ‘fortunate. 
As a rvinous church was faid to be good 
enovgh for one born in a ftable, a Ma- 
homedian Seraglio will be good enough 
for paltry chriftians. There they will 
have ample roam for reflection on facred 
fubjects, and if ever they return to their 
native country, they may bring over with 
them fome happy improvements in our 
religion and. morals, to furnifh an em- 
bellifhment to the next prefidential mef- 
fage to congrefs.” ` 

Comment on thé above is, we truft, 
unneceflary:; There are, we hope, few 
citizgens—there are none we are certain, 
who feel the noble {pirit of freemen—that 
will not refent language fo full of indig- 
nity and infult to the conduct of their 
government and the character of their 
Nation.

#retluing Louifiana nto two territories, and 
_« providing for the temporary governments 
therrof, 

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United: 
States of America, in Congre/s affembled, 
Thatall that portion of country ceded 
by France to the United States, under 
the name of Louifiana, ‘which lies fouth 
of the Miffifippi territory, and of an eaft 
and weft line to commence on the Mif- 
fifippi river, af the thirty-third -degree 
of north’ latitude, and to extend weft 
to the weftern boundary of the-faid cef- 
fion, fhall.conftitute a territory of the 
United. States, under the name of the 
territory. of Orleans; the government 
whereof fhall be organifed and adminil- 
tered as follows s 7 

Sec. 2. The executive power fhall be 
yefted in agoyernor, who thall tefide in 
she [aid territory, enè hold his office 
during the term of three years, uniefs 
fooner removed by the Prefident of the 
United States. ` He hali be commander
